For women searching for more mean- 
ing and fulfillment in their lives, here is a 
book to fill those needs. Written by a 
woman who has spent more than ten years 
actively encouraging other women, this 
book offers practical wisdom, kind under- 
standing and invaluable insights. 

Mentoring and discipling are terms 
used throughout the book. Two important 
questions are raised: Who can mentor? 
and How can one learn to disciple another 
effectively? 

The author replies that women can be 
trained to mentor and gives specific 
guidelines for discipling. She suggests 
meeting on a one-to-one basis or in small 
groups. She follows a plan which involves 
three steps: praise and worship, en- 
couragement and prayer, accountability 
and goals, and siudy and decision. 

The verses in Titus 2:3-5 provide the 
theme which includes love of home and 
family, development of a controlled yet 
caring personality and achievement of 
goals to lead a godly and productive life. 

Mrs. Van Atta has worked mostly with 
younger women because they are the ones 
in the greatest need of mature guidance. 
Her strong biblical background is evident 
and appropriately applied. Her detailed 
plans and charts provide opportunity for 
growth. 

Still, with all this information, the book 
is interesting to the reader who will find 
Mrs. Van Atta refreshingly honest and 
human - a person one would like to know 
as a friend - and a mentor.

In this gripping novel the inhabitants of 
fourteenth century Yorkshire - villein, 
freeman, merchant, knight, and cleric - are 
portrayed in all their harshness and 
humanity. Over a forty-year period which 
includes drastic events such as periodic 
bloody raids by the Scots, fierce conflicts 
among theologians at Oxford, and the in- 
vasion of the Black Death with its horrible 
decimation of the population, the book 
traces with utter realism the lives of 





Marion, a merchant’s daughter; her hus- 
band, Nicholas, a knight of the Keldacross 
manor; his brother, William, a scholar; 
and their families, servants, friends, and 
enemies. 

Every character is so fully realized that 
when individuals die in battle or are car- 
ried off by disease, their loss is truly pain- 
ful and emphasizes the brevity and sorrow 
of existence. The entire work is suffused 
with the mystery of an unknowable God. 

The recreation of this Medieval world 
- sights, sounds, emotions, philosophies, 
thought-processes, ailments, foods, cloth- 
ing, homes, methods of travel - is vivid 
and authoritative. Its people are both very 
different from us today and yet very like 
us in their struggle with an often hostile 
environment and their search for an un- 
derstanding of life. 

The writing style is rich, dense, and 
very pictorial; the plot sometimes slow- 
moving but absorbing; and the mood som- 
ber but touched by earthy humor.
